Jam es F. Scott of Chicago, to whom 
the government has aw arded a $10,000 
contract for an aeroplane, says that 
within five years the development of 
flying apparatus 
will 
have gone so 
fa r that aeroplane ships carrying crews 1 
of tw enty to thirty men will l>e tnnk 
ing regular filghts of 2,000 miles at a 
clip. 
He looks for progress to he 
m ade similar to that with the autom o­ 
bile, which 
has reached its present j 
stute of perfection within a deeade. 
Mr. Scott Is a scenic artist forty-five i 
years old. 
He has made at least a doz- I 
on working models, and the apparatus 
to Ih? built for the w ar departm ent Is 
to consist of tw o main perfectly hor­ 
izontal plane«, with several smaller In- j 
term ediary planes, the whole weighing 
1,500 pound«. 
The m axim um surface j 
of the planes will he 4.000 square feet, ! 
and the m achine will carry tw o men. 
Mr. Scott Is intensely Interested In 
the subject of aerial navigation, has 
decided Ideas as to how a patriotic 
A m erican’s knowledge and studies and 
Investigations In any line of scientific 
endeavor should he used freely and un- 
reservedly f«»r the use of his govern­ 
m ent and for the advantage of no oth- j 
er and Is firmly convinced that the 
need for all naval strength will be en­ 
tirely done aw ay with 
when aerial 
navigation by aeroplane« shall have ; 
been 
perfected. 
The 
possibility 
of 
building a fleet of air craft which can 
destroy the mightiest leviathan of the 
sea by dropping explosives he regards 
as sure In tim e not only to revolution­ 
ize all w arfare, but absolutely to do , 
aw ay with It. 
“I was horn In Clinton, la., forty-five 
years ago,” said Mr. Scott as he sat in I 
his modest home, 673 South Rockwell 
street, Chicago, and talked to the New 
York Herald representative. 
“ At fif­ 
teen I was determ ined to see something 
of the world, and I came to Chicago, ! 
which has been my home, though with 
frequent breaks, ever since. 
"As a young m an I w a s attracted to 
art, and I did a good deal of portrait 
painting. 
I also decorated the interiors 
of many fine Chicago residences. 
“ No, 1 never have attem pted to ex- i 
liiblt. 
1 left th a t for other artists. 
I 
know a large num ber of artists In all 
fields, w hether of portrait work or In 
commercial lines. 
Later In life I took 
up scenic paint^pg, and the work upon 
theatrical scenery has taken me to 
m any parts of the country. 
“ But nil these years I have devoted 
m ost of my time to iuy aeroplanes. 
I 
have made money in scenic painting, 
but it has been a means to the end that . 
I might use the money so earned lu 
supporting my w ife and two children 
and myself while I devoted my thought 
to aerial navigation. 
“ My son Rol>ert, who is fifteen, has 
a naturally Inventive, mechanical mind. 
I bought him a motor cycle recently, 
and it w asn’t a day before lie had the 
machine all apart. 
‘I m ust see what 
is In It, father,’ he told me, and he has 
been of very material assistance to me 
In my experiments, 
o fte n I have been 
perplexed w ith a certain problem, and 
he has come in and apparently intui­ 
tively divined how it should he solved, 
and his solutions have in a large num ­ 
ber of cases proved absolutely sound. 
“The reason I wrote the governm ent 
authorities th a t my Invention would 
be at their service for $10,000 unre­ 
servedly is th a t I l>elieve all patriotic 
Am ericans should devote their efforts 
to the w elfare of their governm ent pro­ 
vided their lines of endeavor lie along 
lines like mine and th a t a prohibitive 
price should not l»e put upon their 
work. 
I have the greatest faith in the 
Idea that the United States is the coun­ 
try 
which is destined to reach the 
greatest heights In civilization, holding 
up the beacon for other peoples, and 1 
l*?lieve every true Am erican patriot 
should further this advance with all 
the earnestness th at in him lies.” 
To emphasize his patriotic motives 
Mr. Scott said in the course of the In­ 
terview : “ If the representative of any 
foreign pow er—England, France, Ger­ 
m any or other nation—cam e to me and 
told mo th a t £1,000,000 lay in a hank 
subject to my check provided 1 would 
tu rn over to him even the diagram s 
of my aeroplane 1 would refuse such 
offer. 
No am ount of money could per­ 
suade me to sell my invention to a for­ 
eign power. 
“ I ask for no aggrandizem ent or tlio 
plaudits «.tf the multitude. 
I only hope 
t«> earn h fellowship in the ranks of 
those whose only aim is to do good. 
‘By their w orks ye shall know them .’ 
I do not even ask to he given credit 
for good intentions. 
I have devised 
an aerial w ar craft th a t in the hands 
of a great and good people can he used 
to abolish forever the black reproach 
to humanity—war. 
The butchery, the 
legal murder of the brav«> and beauti­ 
ful flower of the natious, sacrificed to 
lust for power, for greed and for all 
that is basest in human thoughts, must 
cease. 
“I never have sought publicity In 
my work 
I have not joined the Chi­ 
cago Aéronautique club because I have 
preferred to keep the work to myself. 
The prize 1 am sure of receiving from 
the government will help some, of 
course; but, as a matter of fact, 1 


ildn t care whether I received It of 
not, for I am willing to give my serv­ 
ices along these lines to the govern­ 
ment.

Chicago Man Who Capturad Contract 
For Aerial War Craft From Govern­ 
ment Didn’t Care For Reward—Be­ 
lieves 
United 
8tatea 
Will 
Reaoh 
Greatest Heights In Civilization. 


James F. Scott of Chicago, to whom 
the government has awarded a $10,000 
contract for an aeroplane, says that 
within five years the development of 
flying apparatus will have gone so 
far that aeroplane ships carrying crews 
of twenty to thirty men will be mak­ 
ing regular flights of 2,000 miles at a 
clip. 
He looks for progress to be 
made similar to that with the automo­ 
bile, which has reached Its present 
state of perfection within a decade. 
Mr. Scott is a scenic artist forty-flve 
years old. He has made at least a doz­ 
en working models, and the apparatus 
to be built for the war department Is 
to consist of two main perfectly hor­ 
izontal planes, with several smaller in­ 
termediary planes, the whole weighing 
1,500 pounds. 
The maximum surface j 
of the planes will be 4,000 square feet, I 
and the machine will carry two men. 
j 
Mr. Scott Is intensely interested in i 
the subject of aerial navigation, has I 
decided ideas as to how a patriotic 
American’s knowledge aud studies and 
Investigations in any line of scientific 
endeavor should be used freely and un­ 
reservedly for the use of his govern­ 
ment and for the advantage of no oth­ 
er and is firmly convinced that the 
need for all naval strength will be en­ 
tirely done away with when aerial 
navigation by aeroplanes shall have 
been perfected. 
The possibility of 
building a fleet of air craft whicb can 
destroy the mightiest leviathan of the 
sea by dropping explosives he regards 
as sure in time not only to revolution­ 
ize all warfare, but absolutely to do 
away with it. 
“I was born in Clinton, la., forty-flve 
years ago,” said Mr. Scott as he sat in 
his modest home, 673 South Rockwell 
street, Chicago, and talked to the New 
York Herald representative. 
“At fif­ 
teen I was determined to see something 
of the world, and I came to Chicago, 
which has been my home, though with 
frequent breaks, ever since. 
‘‘As a young man I was attracted to 
art, and I did a good deal of portrait 
painting. I also decorated the interiors 
of many fine Chicago residences. 
‘‘No, I never have attempted to ex­ 
hibit. 
I left that for other artists. 
I 
know a large number of artists in all 
fields, whether of portrait work or in j 
commercial lines. 
Later In life I took j 
up scenic pninQpg, and the work upon i 
theatrical scenery has taken me to J 
many parts of the country. 
‘‘But all these years I have devoted 
most of my time to ray aeroplanes. 
I 
have made money in scenic painting, 
but it has been a means to the end that 
J might use the money so earned In 
supporting my wife and two children 
and myself while I devoted my thought 
to aerial navigation. 
“My son Robert, w’ho is fifteen, has 
a naturally inventive, mechanical mind. 
I bought him a motor cycle recently, 
and it wasn’t a day before he bad the 
machine all apart. 
‘I must see what 
is in it, father,’ he told me, and he has 
been of very material assistance to me 
in my experiments. Often I have been 
perplexed with a certain problem, and 
he has come in and apparently intui­ 
tively divined how it should be solved, 
and his solutions have in a large num­ 
ber of cases proved absolutely sound. 
‘‘The reason I wrote the government 
authorities that my invention would 
be at their service for $10,000 unre­ 
servedly is that I believe all patriotic 
Americans should devote their efforts 
to the welfare of their government pro­ 
vided their lines of endeavor lie along 
lines like mine and that a prohibitive 
price should not be put upon their 
work. I have the greatest faith in the 
idea that the United States is the coun­ 
try which is destined to reach the 
greatest heights in civilization, holding 
up tile beacon for other peoples, and I 
believe every true American patriot 
should further this advance with all 
the earnestness that in him lies.” 
To emphasize his patriotic motives 
Mr. Scott said in the course of the in­ 
terview: “If the representative of any 
foreign powder—England, France, Ger­ 
many or other nation—came to me and 
told me that £1,000,000 lay in a bank 
subject lo my check provided I would 
turn over to him even the diagrams 
of my aeroplane I would refuse such 
offer. No amount of money could per­ 
suade me to sell my invention to a for­ 
eign power. 
“I ask for no aggrandizement or the 
plaudits of the multitude. I only hope 
to earn a fellowship in the ranks of 
those whose only aim is to do good. 
‘By their works ye shall know them.’ 
I do not even ask to be given credit 
for good intentions. 
I have devised 
an aerial war craft that in the hands 
of a great and good people can be used 
to abolish forever the black reproach 
to humanity—war. The butchery, tho 
legal murder of the brave and beauti­ 
ful flower of the nations, sacrificed to 
lust for power, for greed and for all 
that is basest In human thoughts, must 
cease. 
“I never have sought publicity in 
my work. 
I have not joined the Chi­ 
cago Aeronautique club because I have 
preferred to keep the work to myself. 
The prize I am sure of receiving from 
the government will help some, of 
course; but, as a matter of fact, I 


ildn t care whether I received It or 
not, for I am willing to give my serv­ 
ices along these lines to the govern­ 
ment. 
“My first flights were made in the 
years 1893 and 1894 at Lavergne, a 
suburb of Chicago on the Chicago, 
Burlington and Quincy railroad. 
My 
flights then and all I have made sub­ 
sequently have been to test my models 
and for the purpose of experimenta­ 
tion. 
The longest flight I made then 
was about 200 yards and the greatest 
height about thirty feet from 
the 
ground. 
I never attempted to soar 
higher, for I have had an idea that lf 
I should fall it would damp my ardor. 
But I never have had an accident 
“I have continued my experiments 
with various models, many of which 
I still have in more or less complete 
shape. In various towns in Illinois. 
Missouri. Iowa, Indiana and Ohio. The 
last flight made in one of my machines 
took place near Shelbyville, Ind., three 
years ago. My assistant manned the 
car, and several short flights of 200 
yards and less were negotiated with 
success with and against the wind and 
across it. 
‘‘Now, although many people who 
have not studied the matter may scoff, 
I venture to predict that within five 
years there will be constructed aero­ 
plane ships to carry crews of twenty 
to thirty men, having engines of from 
OOO to 1,000 horsepower and capable 
of a flight of 2,000 miles at a clip. 
‘‘The ship which I am building ac­ 
cording to the specifications furnished 
the government will stay in the air 
one hour, will make its ascents and de­ 
scents without danger and will carry 
two men. My experiments have prov­ 
ed to me that the planes above and 
below must be perfectly flat, and there 
will be no curves or concavity in them. 
During the hour that it remains in the 
air my ship will maintain its equilib­ 
rium, be under perfect control and 
move in all directions, as required by 
the specifications provided by the sig­ 
nal corps. 
The weight of the genera­ 
tor will be 400 pounds, and it will be 
a craft of IOO, horsepower. 
‘‘As compared with the aeroplanes 
of the near future the craft so far 
made are as dugouts to the modern 
ocean liner. 
I have the greatest re­ 
spect and consideration for all the ef­ 
forts that have been made by M. Hen­ 
ry Farmau, the Wright brothers, Is­ 
rael Ludlow, Santos-Dumont, Herring, 
Professor Langley, Lilienthal, Octave 
Chanute and all the others. 
I have 
studied their craft and have read, I 
think, nearly all that has been written 
about them.” 


REAL FOUNTAIN OF YOUTH. 


Fresh Air, So Says Mrs. Hensley, Who 
Keeps Young by Outdoor Sleep. 
Mrs. Almon Hensley of New Ro­ 
chelle, formerly president of the New 
York City Mothers’ club and a mem­ 
ber of many other women’s organiza­ 
tions in New York city, believes that 
in sleeping out of doors the year round 
she has discovered the fountain of 
youth. 
She is a busy literary worker, 
author of several volumes of prose and 
verse and admits being forty years of 
age. 
‘‘I don’t think I look it, though,” she 
adds, ‘‘and when I get to be sixty I 
don’t expect to look a day older than 
now. 
The trouble with most of us Is 
we don’t breathe half enough for 
health. 
The finest air is wasted on 
individuals who don’t know how to 
use it.”

For the necessary warmth she uses 
tw’o German feather beds, one as a 
mattress and the other as a coverlet. 
Besides this, a couple of down com­ 
fortables and an army blanket are 
used, to be laid aside in case the 
weather is mild. 
“Although I came from a family who 
individually weigh a great deal, I nev­ 
er let my 
weight get above 
145 
pounds,” Mrs. Hensley says, ‘‘and any 
woman by following my directions can 
reduce her weight from fifteen to twen­ 
ty pounds in six weeks. 
Moderation

The alarming destruction of Texas 
trees through the agency of the poison­ 
ous mistletoe has induced M. B. Da­ 
vis, secretary of the Texas Audubon 
society, to sound a warning to those 
interested In trees to destroy the mis­ 
tletoe liefore It in turn denudes the 
Itate of Its forests. 
“Every municipality In Texas Is af- | 
flleted with the pest, and it has lieen 
atated by an authority that the life of 
n tree when thoroughly inoculated with 
mistletoe poison will terminate in about 
seven years,” said Mr. Davis to the i 
Waco correspondent of the Fort Worth 
Record. “It is carried from one tree to 
another by certain birds feeding on 
the berries, and wherever it finds lodg­ 
ment on trees susceptible to Its deadly 
parasitic growth its blight proves fa- j 
tal In time unless heroic treatment is 
applied. At this season, while the ever­ 
green parasite is clearly discernible up­ 
on the bare boughs, the work should be 
done. 
“The Texas mistletoe (Phoradendron 
flavescens) differs materially from its 
kindred parasite evergreen of Europe 
(Vlscum album), held In veneration by 
the Druids, which is kept in check In 
the old world, but cultivated to some 
extent for whiter decoration. 
The va­ 
riety in the cotton states Is far more 
pernicious and must be wholly exter­ 
minated or the trees will all perish 
from Its baleful blight. 
Any one may 
observe from car windows that entire 
forests are being killed by mistletoe. 
“It is a beautiful but horrible para­ 
site and can be destroyed finally only 
by cutting off the entire bough on 
which its growth appears.

“Every municipality In Texas Is af­ 
flicted with the pest, and It has been 
stated by an authority that the life of 
a tree when thoroughly Inoculated with 
mistletoe poison will terminate in about 
seven years.” said Mr. Davis to the 
Waco correspondent of the Fort Worth 
Record. “It is carried from one tree to 
another by certain birds feeding on 
the berries, and wherever it finds lodg­ 
ment on trees susceptible to its deadly 
parasitic growth its blight proves fa­ 
tal in time unless heroic treatment is 
applied. At this season, while the ever­ 
green parasite is clearly discernible up­ 
on the bare boughs, the work should be 
done. 
“The Texas mistletoe (Phoradendron 
flavescens) differs materially from its 
kindred parasite evergreen of Europe 
(Viscum album), held In veneration by 
the Druids, which Is kept in check in 
the old world, but cultivated to some 
extent for winter decoration. 
The va­ 
riety in the cotton states is far more 
pernicious and must be wholly exter­ 
minated or the trees will all perish 
from Its baleful blight. 
Any one may 
observe from car window's that entire 
forests are being killed by mistletoe. 
“It Is a beautiful but horrible para­ 
site and can be destroyed finally only 
by cutting off the entire bough on 
which its growth appears. 
The hack­ 
berry, which is popular in the cities as 
a shade tree, is one of the favorites 
of this poisonous parasite, and In 
nearly every city in this state (Texas) 
where hackberry trees have been plant­ 
ed about 25 per cent of them have al­ 
ready died from mistletoe poison.”

Of this version of Senor Pulido’s 
departure for home, Vicanor 
Bolel 
Monagas, son of the late G eneral N 
Bolet Peraza, ex-minister of Venezuela 
to the United States, said:
